That many, 
both ministers and lavmen, will come out 
fr-.m the brethren, and will unite with the 
old church, i- in.)s,i unquestionable— an J in 
the bosom of ;be mother church they will 
find* welcome for all loyal men aud wis 
men; but no brotherhood for traitors or 
body and I ml fieddlers. Tbe brethren 
lirsl resolve "that the M. B. Ch.ircb I uith 
was org tn i tnai Methodism in its prim- 
itive purity might be maintained." This. 
Mr. Editor, is a browzy world, men cer- 
tainly are asleep, and the lxmisville Annu- 
al Conference were certainly in dreamland 
when they sanctioned this notoriously false 
:s-u* . 1'he ijuestiou might be asked, what 
is Meth'Hiism in its primitive character or 
puritj ? and tbe answer is found in the Dis- 
cipline of the M. K. Church, Irom whi- h the 
Church .South separated. Methodism, in 
its purity, to bade slaveholding, and the 
iiuyiug and selling of men, women and 
children with tbe intention of enslaving 
them. It is too late to enter up a defense iu 
Ik ball of Ihe Church S.ulii that she organ- 
HBdta maintaiu Methodism in its purity. 
1 1< r sole and entire plea lor a separate ex- 
istence was slavery. 

This fact has become historic, and no re- 
spectable journalist would injure his repu- 
tation by denying this alegation. We 
tie. i v and most unhesitatingly admit that, 
if the purity of Methodism consists iu hold- 
ing tbe unhappy children of Ham in be- 
redetary bondage, then tbe Church South 
has tbe iuside track, and we yield to her 
all the "primitive purity" that belongs 
tolbe "pecul.ar institution." It is noto- 
rious thet the only plea for separation was 
Ihe anti-slavery feeling of the North, to- 
gether with the grow ing opposition among 
Northern Methodists to the institution of 
negro slavery. Aud the conduct of tbe 
Cb urcb South since tbe aeparf'ion, baa most 
abundantly proven that their high aim in 
becoming an in dependent christian organi- 
zation was to favor and foster a pro-slavery 
jiolicv. Before tbe division of the church, 
no traveling preacher could become a 
slaveholder without forfeiting his ministe- 
rial character. Since that unfortunate oc- 
currence, ihe Church South has become tbe 
champion of slavery. Her bishops and 
minister, as vu-i! a?, her iic-m I >er> own, 
yea, bought and sold, ibese miserable ciea- 
tures without the least compunction. And 
when the late lamented President Lincoln 
issued his proclamation of freedom, none 
opposed it with more vehemence than did 
the ministers ol the Church South. By her 
South has fully 
tbe 



party of the South, she having expunged 
the chapter that forbade her ministers hol- 
ding -laves, and recindod the general rule 
that forbade the buying and s-.dling of men, 
women and children with the intention of 
MalMrtag them. 

In the second resolve the brethren refer 
tolbe past history of their Church, which 
they say "is MfMI of success, and so 10- 
plete with moral and religions Achieve- 
ments." Whatever the Church South may 
have done in extmdiug this kingdom ol 
our Immauuel is not lor u.s to su> , nor do 
we deny that she MM done good; but trutn 
compels us to record that her evil is giant- 
like, aud we thank Hod that herdc: ie nf 
*uccc*.s in trying to overthrow our govern- 
ment was a splendid failure. It is believed 
that one half the soldiery of the Southern 
■my were members of the Oharaa Bonth, 
and in their terrible efforts lo kill a nation 
she was not snceesslul These soldiers 
mmm urged to join the rebellion by the per- 
suasive influence of the Southern Methodist 
preachers. The Church South had long ago 

RtMed into the agreement with certain 
politicians of UwSovtb to aid in overthrow- 
ing our government, and bow well she 
performed her part in the bloody drama 
mm past four years has tpld. If the histoi v 
of the Methodist Kpiscop-tl Church South 
"is replete with moral aud ratfgltMMMbiM e- 
ments," I confess that my intellect is too 
obtuse to behold it. If entering the list a « 
a special drdendcr of one of the m«>-t 
abominable institutions that has ever d bj- 
graoed the civilized world "i- rapid*! with 
■oral an.l rati Rio— achievements," then 
the Church s'outh has most umquivocablv 
di-i t:guished herself in "moi-dls" as well 
as in "religion." 

II pafid ring to ths depraved sensibilities 
of the Southern slaveholder and te ching 
him that Heaven's own inspired v >!umein- 
calcieHtho hideous doctrine of enslaving a 
belniess race, and working thei« without 
re:nui.erati( n and rejrardiug them as chat- 
tels, and denr«« liig ihe:u ot every social 
and moral enjoyment be "moral" and re- 
iigi ins achievements'' then the Church 
South stands brtfe pre eminently the cham- 
pion of morality and religion. Again, if the 
daring attempt to de-troy the American na- 
tion and to drive freedom from her last 
stronghold, to take the englu from his lofty 
perch, and burn the citadel of our national 
liberty be "moral and religious achieve- 
ments," how very moral and religious the 
Church. South must be. 

Once more, the bretbern resolve that 
"they wiil know nothing among meu save 
Jesus Chriet and him crucified." How 
beneficial this most important item would 
have been to the brethren had they learned 
it a few years ag >. How many lives would 
Inive been saved? IflenW oT horror that 
have appalled a nallcn and clothed the bind 
in ni'.mrii'ng would have been avoided. 1 
rappOM the brethren had forgotten this de- 
claration of the great apostle, when in their 
rage tiny determined the downfall of our 
country and the erection of a slaveocracv 
upon the ruins thereof: when, throughout 
the South from Bishop to class-leader (there 
mmMjmmmf hoaorabto exceptions,) the cry 
was, "prepare for killing Yankees." 
spece' es mm made by many of their lead- 
ing ministers, ami the public mind was iu- 
llamcd by their harangues. 

All kinds of extravagant expressions 
were us d by tln se speakers to bring our 
Government into disrepute, and to weaken 
the national arm; aud, in fact, as a body, 
the Church South wasalmost uuanimousin 
her vituperations against our Government. 
The ministers of the Church South, in their 
public ministrations, hud never a word to 
say in behalf of their country; no prayer 
for tho SOidlf m the field, or ior those in 
authority. These and kindred thoughts 
found no place in their minds, for all tin ir 
sympathy was with the rebellion, and ih ir 
pra\ers doubt less were ol!*erel up for Jef- 
ferson Davis and bis rickety concern. And 
now, a fur a most signal defeat, the breth- 
ren iipp-nr upon th » plane of meekness 
and pioauly resolve "not to know any thing 
among n.en save Jesus Chri-t and Him 
crucified." 1 fancy myself In the midst of 
the Louisville Annual Con.erence, and 1 
bear tbe bictnrea iu their consultations. 
I hey arc truly despondent. The Booth has 
been t. rribly whipped, and the ahuckels 
have mttm Ummu from the last negro. Their 
occupation is gone. >,'„ more whipping of 
Africans 1 1> pious brethren und kind-hearted 
sisters. Abolitionism has carried the day, 
U)d the cry is general from bishop to cir- 
cuit-! ider, "wo is me! wo is me! wo is WU\ 
for 1 am undone; what shall 1 do to MORfM 
the fury of tin- <- urcur.sal Abolition f*t$. w 
Whils tlie lirethren were thus solihxjuizing 
tm : their dreadful OOOditiOB, R tUw arose 
and cast its Light over the venerable body. 
It was ihe Unvr mt RtdMahMML, mmA la ihe 
light ui thai Star they wrote on p:ipei: "We 
wid know nothing Rawag men save Jesus 
Christ and Him cruciiied." Atid now, 
brethren, cling to that blessed declaration, 
■ad let slavery and the (ioverniuvnt alone. 
Kavat again attempt to be the defenders ol 
slavery, or lo overthrow your Government. 

May I tie permitted to inquire of the 
liralbren how long It has been since the\ 
Oecome con vine-, d that thd "I'nited •States 
h it an hotcpoulaif government?" A yeai 
or two ago you, my brethren, believiii'and 
Raid we had no government. You declared 
upon the honor of symjiathisiiiu ■eOMBion- 
hai that the American lyiT O I R R aOnt has 
ceased to exist, and that your hopes were 
centered on ih-So'.ithern Confederacy. Are 
you now convinced that we have a govern- 
ment, and are you willing lo become obe- 
dient sti'.j.cts to that government? I tnink 
you had better do so. 

Once more and I am done. I think in 
som of your appointments you have out- 
rajBad the leelings of all good Union men, 
and if they remain longer in your com- 
munion, I shail doubt their loyalty. 1 refer 
to the appointments of such men as Tims. 
J. Moore, Itc-v. Major J. S. Scobe, aud John 
Ih*ar1 ag. all fresh from the field of rebel- 
lion. These geutlememen, you are aware, 
have actually been ideutiln d with the 
Southern army. Jsn. t this u crime in ytiur 
Church'.' Can a minister of your Church 
join in a rebellion against his country with 
impunity? Can he kill Union men while 
in the service of their country, and you 
whitewash him by pa-sing his character 
aud giving him an appointment wilhout 
••ailing upon him to atone for his crimes? 
Do you think that the military will suffer 
these unpardoned rebels to officiate in Ken- 
tucky? 

It seems as if your Bishop had defied both 
the civil and military power by giving an 
appointment to these bad men. One of the 
aiajVe-nanied ministers said when he left 
Kentucky he "wiped the dirt from his feet," 
and added that he was "ashamed of his 
State," b ecause she would not join the re- 
bellion. What induced this redoubtable 
hero to return? Kentucky was doing well 
while he was absent, and if he had never 
returned he would not have been missed. 
This same young man, after having tried 
to overthrow our Government by fighting 
iu the Southern army, is now appeduted to 
Danville station. How rapid the change — 
yesterday in arms trying to kill Union 
men, aud to-day preaching "nothing save 
Jesus Christ and Him crucified. " Will the 
Union men of Danville receive him? Time 
will determine. 

To the Union Methodists of Kentucky I 
would most respectfully address a word. 
Many appointments made by Bishop Kav- 
anaugh are objectionable to you. What 
will vou do under the ciroumstan jes? Wdll 
you submit, for the present, and hope for 
lietler times? Will those limes ever come? 
Has not the I'.ishop demonstrated that you 
xhttll have a "rebel" to preach to you, or 
have none? Are jou not freemen, and will 
you still continue your connection with a 
church that is "neither true to Cod nor a 
friend to man?" ifairUT 

Autccedcuis of a Keucl Preacher.

lhirroiis Paaai: In your paper of the iid 
mst., you ventilate one'point ot the famous 
" D •clarulion and Testimony " recently is- 
sued in your city. Allow me to ventilate 
another point. It relates to the position of 
Kev. Dr. S. EL. Wilson, whose name heads 
the list of signers of that document, and 
who has the credit of being its author. The 
whole atl'air has a more than ordinary in- 
terest, Ui the hot that the Synod of ken- 



tu -ky will meet in Louisville on the lllh 
inBt., in which th» whole Presbyterian 
Church of the Slate wiil be represented, 
when the mailer will come up for decisive 
actiou. 

The 11th of the fourteen "error,," which 
this document arrays, says: "We testi- 
fy against tin- wide-spread and destructive 

pmm-aionof ihii comiiua&ionof the ministry,'' 
«kc. "They" are to know nothing m tkepmfpit 
but Christ and Him truo ifl t d * " Yet how en- 
tirety the ministry has ccasd to execute their 
commission. * * Topics of a secu- 
lar and political characler, are ordinary and 
favorite themes in the pulpit. Ministers 
have become the liercest of political parti- 
sans, aud cry loudest for blood." "They 
an U> know neither North nor South, nei- 
ther secessionist no»- diinnist." 

Let its now see how Dr. Wilson has ex- 
emplified these doctrines and filleHl this pi o- 
gTammo. I have before me a pamph'et of 
sixteen closely printed pages entitled, "The 
P R a a w and ib-m-die's of Impending Na- 
tional Calamities: an RddrOM bv Samuel K. 
Wilson, pistor of the First Presbyterian 
Charah, Cincinnati." Dr. W. is a native of 
Cincinnati. 

One might infer from hfa calling this an 
"address." and from tbe lad that it has no 
text prefixed, that it is not a "sermon," aud 
w.ls, pei haps, not delivered on the Sabbath. 
But his brief "dedication" relieves the-e 
doubts, in which he says: "The following 
address was delivered m the regular course 
of the author's ministrations, on tiabboth, 
wraaafcr Ihti, and is given to Ihe public in 
its present format the request of a fri*-nd 
« ho has kindly provided the means for its 
publication,' Ac. This "dedication" is dated 
"LI in street, Nov. INnX)." Mark the date, 
preached "on Sabbath, !"?oy. 13, lSGO." and 
note the fact that one "friend" desired its 
publication. 

As Dr. Wilson awaai not to have been 
abio to find a suitable text for this discourse, 
I will supply one from Paul, and one, cer- 
tainly, which this "Declaration" will en- 
dorse; 1st Corinthians, ii, '2, "For I determ- 
ined not to fcBOW a::y tiling among you, 
save Jtsus Christ and lliincrucitied." 

Now for au exposition of this text. He 
begins thus: "It sbonld seem that we are 
upon the ev of < lvn. Waii (his own capi- 
tals). • • • 1'he immediate occasion 
and ostensible pretext for these revolution- 
ary movements, is the election, by a portion 
Of the States of the Confederacy," and, per- 
haps, a minority of the people", of a Chief 
Magistrate, who is the representative of that 
party which claims to be the peculiar an- 
tagonist of slavery, tbe friend of universal 
freedom, »nd of the slave. • * * Jt be- 
comes tlte ministers of Christ, ambassadors 
of God, oi fiieh a time, to inquire after and 
point < tit the moral causes ol our national 
calamities, and to suggest the appropriate 
remedy." Then he defines his personal 
st'tfttx: "I am not by natural constitution 
very well lifted to be the agent of a Non-re- 
sistance Socie'ty. Grace does not h ach me 
the duty of passive obedience to the illegal 
and unauthorized demands of my fellow- 
man. * * * The maxim of the Christian 
i>: M s much at Ueth <n you, live peaceably 
with all men.' But ho who says to himaell 
and others, 'Peace, peace,' when there is no 
peace, becomes the mi-erablo victim Of his 
own delusion, and probably involves others, 
more innocent than himsedf, in a common 
ruin." 

The doctrine of this last sentence, is that 
which the Union party of the country held 
all through the war, after it had actually 
fteraa, wailO Northern rebels were contin- 
ually crying out "Peace, peace," even 
p 'e- with rebels in arms; but Dr. Wilson 
sounded tlie war cry "on Sabbath, Nov. 18, 
1S60," when only the di.-tant mutterings of 
discontent were heard, aud when no one 
-eriously anticipated war. Perhaps, how- 
ever, he had better information from the 
outh than some of us had. That he ev mi 
then MOeaf war is see it in tbe next s n- 
tences immediatedy following the last quo- 
tation : "These not studied the Bible or 
human history to so Uttfta purpose, as to 
have adopte-d the absurd dogma of senti- 
mental philosophy, that war is the direst of 
evils. On the contrary, 1 am firmly of 
opinion, that there are gigantic evil*, corn- 
pan d with which, war is as nothing, ami 
lor which the oahjf practicable remedy has 
been, and in this piesent evil world uitt 
cuutniuc to be, wak, nnoonv, |>—W i ■TTRfl. 
aud, perhaps, kxtkkminatino; yes, even

Uattiag through his introduction, ho in- 
quired, " What is the estMi or causes of the 
pieseut threatening movements in thecoun- 
tr.\?" Making the election "the Immediate 
< cc ision" only he itatai (hret: "1. Pride, 
2. Oppression; ^.Lawlessness." From the 

tooond, he elimirdRtea^Riaeery, thus: j>ut it 
is not the <!"gradation and oppression of 
this insignificant Iportion of our population 
- -inRhjauOeant m point of amahf I mean 

—it is not their oppression that is calling 
down the judgment of God upon us, half so 
much as that galling expression with 
which the pride, and covetousuess, and 
luxury ol soeiety is crushing out the heart 
of the people." 

Under the third cause, •'lawlessness/'one 
might suppose that the True Presbyterian, 
or its succes- or, the Free. Christian Com- 
monwealth, ot your city, had been sittiug 
Eat the portrait which follows: "A press 
teemiug with the nio-t atrocious calumnies 
against the highest functionaries of the 
Government; inventing, misrepresenting 
and detracting; schooling the people into 
contempt of the OXXKV MAUisntATi; by the 
daily application to him of the epithets, 
'traitor,' 'dolt,' 'old renegade,' 'fool,' 'gran- 
ny,' and others yet more vile; charging 

aUja with oompUeity in ihe most Lnfaraoua 
deeds or purposes, and heaping upon him 
and all his a.-sociates all manner of abuse, 
so that a simple-minded stranger must in- 
evitably conclude that the powers that be iu 
this country never are ordained of God, but 
always are of the devil: and, therefore, itis 
■ meritorious thing to flifphw) and defy 
them." Under "covenant-breaking" bo 
says: "It is ibis death-bringing spirit that 
prompted to the repeal of the Missouri com- 
pram, .sr." Pretty good! except that the re- 
lation of this "political" measure to the 
text, "Christ and Him crucified," don't ex- 
actly appear; but some preachers don't 
stick to tneir text very closely. 

And now, in fixing the responsibility for 
these "impeudiug national calamities," he 
makes the North the gre'at sinner. They 
will come, "unless thero is christian hu- 
mility and manhood, the magnanimity of 
noble Blinds, enough iu llu ,se fixe .States to 
say, " li e have verily sinned m this thing 
concerning our brethren," and the true 
spirit of that ancestry from whom we re- 
ceived this common inheritance, restore to 
the national covenant its original integrity 
and force. Repeal our uullilication laws; 
cease our nullifying acts. * * • But 
if another spirit shall rule in the hearts of 
the people and in the halls of legislation, 
then, indeed, will it be manifest that the 
cup of our iniquity la full; that the unatoned 
blood of a thousand murdered innocents, in 
hum Won i h aaa statics, fa to beammgedn 
that our sins as a nation have reached their 
climax, and await their just punishment." 
"J believe that iii this whole ajl'air Northern 
men have been rkally tiik aoukkssohs, 
and impartial history tvill so attest. But I 
belong to no party." Of course you don't, 
innocent soul! 

As ho puts the entire blame on the North, 
he, of course, justifies the secession of the 
Southern States as follows: "A"o doubt 
.South Carolina has the right lo secede from 
the Confederacy, If she thinks it necessary 
to preserve her liberties as a tree eoinmou- 
wealth. It is not a right underlie- (insti- 
tution, nor in U; but before, above it, tm do* 
tiance, if ncca be, ol it. It is the inherent 
right of a people to redress inm i i kkaulk 
wkonus by revolution, if possible. But 
revolution begun is rebellion, and unsuc- 
cessful, il is treason. Let each oue, then, 
Bit down and count the cost." 

1 think h m dear that "revelation," in one 
case at least, was "begun" in t Ids discourse, 
aud as the cause which it advocated has 
the preacher oou 



victs himself of "treason." Will he "count 
the cost" and apply his own logic? 

But immediately following the last quo- 
tation he proceeds: "It is the duty ot the 

Executive to enforce the laws and Consti- 
tution of the country; and it would have 
been well for us to-day, i', during the last 
I f ntj yesrsi this bad, in every esse, been 
promptly, impartially, and fa'thtully done. 
Bat iloes any one dream that the Genera! 
Government ran compel a State whoso pop- 
ulation is united in the determination to 
separate from the Union, to stay in against 
their will? If so, it is high time, iu my 
opinion, ho should wake up lrom that 
dream. No jne who is truly 'wide awake' 
on this great question can soberly hold to 
BBOh ■ delusive notion. No; this BOti of 
thing can't be done with any Stat?, not 
even little Rhode Island Itself. It could 
not be done If ■ tingle Southern State were 
to stand aloue, which will never be found 
to be the case, should events test the matter 
by an actual withdrawal of South Carolina 
bom the Union. • • • Federal troops 
and Northern adventurers on theone hand, 
and Infuriate slaves on the other, a South- 
ern State might possiblv, if left alone, be 
encircled with a girdle of tire. Burnt up, 
devested, blotted out from the political 
heavens, sho might be; but subdued, never, 
nkckii; not if all the North were heartily

The German citizens of Louisville have 
taken the lead in endeavoring to supply 
Kentucky with a free and intelligent labor- 
ing population. At a meeting held at Odd 
Fellows' Hall on Saturday, September 80th, 
a "Kentucky Emigration Society" was 
started, the organization of which ia now 
pretty nearly perfected, aud of whicb the

The object is two-fo'd: to supply the 
needy laborer ot Europe, and especially of 
Germany, with profitable employ ment, 
ami to iiave the work of Kentucky elone by 
bringing theise laborers within her borders.

She needs miners and mechanics, esjn chil-

penters to put tbem up. 

By spreading abroad through the pn*ss 
and through the agents of the society cor- 
rect and full Information on the BafTaatajpi 

oil red by Kentucky to laborinc; men and 
women, and by assuring tiie luller ol 'aid 
and assistance for obtaining employment 
after they come here, the societ3' expects to 
turn a fair share of the tide of European 
"innrration to our State, that ctauds now so 
sadly In need Of it. 

Similar movement.* have been set on foot 
in nearly ali of the Western States, ami 
this very fact necessitates an organized ■#■ 

fort oa behalf of Kentucky, unless we de- 
sin- the tid>* Of immigration to pass our 
State entirely. 

The society is to consist of all persons who 
contribute live dollars (£5) or more a year to 
its funds; its affairs are to be managed by 
■ board numbering from thirteen to seven- 
teen directors, io-ated at Louisville, with 
branch b' aids at other places in Kentucky, 
i': work is to be divided out among the 
directors so as to husband the means of the 
society, and reduce the number of paid olfl- 
e*ers to the lowest possible point. As far as 
compatible with the prime objects of the 
■anonlotlftn. preference is to be given to 
membi rs in procuring labor from among 
those coming from abroad.

Impoi taut Itailruad Decision. 

The Court of Appeals of Kentucky has 
just rendered ■ decision in the case of the 
L Husvil.e and Nashville Railroad Com pa - 
nyaga nst Jerry Collins, announcing some 
MS pnnripi«-s mt law, aud settling the 

■ its oft tuployeea and strangers, and de- 
ti rmiaing the liabilities of railroad compa- 
ii which decision the people at large, 
;t- we:! av all employees on roads aud the 
- themselves have a deep interest. We 
therefore lay the principal points iu the de- 
cision before our readers: 

ee \ k ,i„v one of the engines 
at ■ BOMtl u< bm train on the Louisville and 
Kaahville Km l road needed some attention. 
The engineer ordered Jerry Collins, a com- 
mon lat-orer on that road, lo go under the 
engiue while it was standing still, hut while 
steam was up, aud fasten some crews oi 
taps on the lower side of the eugine. Col 
lins BMjpai, and while lying on his back 
w.tu hi* back toward the bottom of the en 
, the engineer, who was at his jK»st on 
tiie engine, either carelessly' or purposely, 
toachi d the lever, and allowed steam enough 
to p;-s.s into the cylinder to cause the engine 

- .; t. The uiot ion of the wheel instantly 
< u: .11 oue<d Collin-' mmm ■ bystander 
told LL ■ engineer of the injury he had 
(iicU-d by the forward movement of the en- 
gine, when he immediately reversed th 
motion and run the engiue back so far that 
it cut off Collins' other leg. 

Mag thus made ■ cripple for life, Col- 
lins brought suit in the Circuit Court at 
Bowling Green for $50,000 damages— he re- 
covered a judgment against the road for 
$5,500, and the road appealed. 

The Curl of Appeals held the following 
doctrines: 

1. A railroad is responsible to one of its 
employees tor any damages sustained by 
the jjross negligence of any other employee 
of the road. 

2. A railroad is responsible to persons oc- 
cupying the altitude of strangers for dam- 
age* sustained by the ordinary negligence 
of the agents of tae road. 

a. One who is employed to load railroad 
uction train must be regard 



ties on a construction 

ed in law as a stranger to the road, and the 
road is liable to him for damages sustained 
by the negligence of the engineer. 

*4. The old English law relieving a rail- 
road from all liability for injuries received 
by employees of the road, and requiring 
employees to take the risk of each others 
gross negligence, is not the law in Ken- 
tucky. 

5. An engineer is the lawful agent of the 
road, and the road will be held responsible 
for his gross and ordinary negligence, upon 
the usual principles of agency. 

John L. Scot i. ot Frankfort, argued the 
case for Collins. Hon. J. R. Underwood, 
and Attorney General James Speed were 
counsel for the railroad. 
The opinion of the Court, affirming the 
"i ofthe lower Court, was delivered 
. — Commonwealth. 



the report of a military officer sent 
out from Mobile, Alabama, by Gen. Swayne 
to explore the condition of things aud of 
public sentiment iu the western part of the 
State, we clip the lollowing: 

On Tuesday I reached Bladen Springs, in 
Choctaw county. Here I met at my tent 
some ten or twelve citizens aud planters, 
and explained to them ihe nature of my 
mission, etc. They had heard of the exis- 
tence of a Freedmen's Bureau, but had 
very imperfect ideas of its workings. While 
two or three appeared to appreciate the ex- 
isting status of the negro, and manifested a 
decent inclination to make the best of cir- 
cumstances, the majority were doubting 
and disbelieving. This I found to be gen- 
eral. 

Where J met one man who seemed inelineit 
to <ij,),rcciate the new order of things I met 
fifty who expressed peifeet faithlessness in 
any ot/ter system than compulsory labor. I 
should exaggerate but little were I to say I 
met tuauy who hardly knew the war was 
over— certainly many who were not half 
conquered. 

Farther on, the same report says: 
Among the whites, 1 regret being com- 
pelled to say, but little loyalty to the Unit** 

Wmtm Qcmmymmtmt extrnt* With too many 

the oath of allegiance is but a mockery and 
openly professed so. They take the oath lor 
the p ivileges it confers, and notning else. 
With the returned soldiers this is some- 
what different. They are men generally 
who have found some employment, and are 
seeking, by honest industry, to retrivo a 
part of the wreck which lour years o!' war 
have made of their fortunes. 

Can any man sincerely doubt that these 
characteristics of public sentiment are 
%% idely spread in the SoutL? It accords with 
hould be, and 
ad newspaper 

re{ orts, and is, moreover, in harmony with 
the tone and much of the language of the 
Southern press. We have yet to see in the 
latter anything like a National sentiment, 
any appeal to that comprehensive patnot- 
i-ni which embraces the entire Republic as 
an indestructible and infinitely glorious 
whole. 

The paramount motive 
manifested is the release ot the State from 
national military control. To this end the 
readers are urged with much importuning* 
to give up certain pet notions (the universal 
prevalence of which is thereby confessed) 
and adjust themselves to the new eondi 
tions with as little ado and grimace of dis 
gust as practicable. Exclusive regard to 
the state and section is the spirit and sub- 
stance of all these appeal*. And not only 
this, but the kind of public spirit thus 
manifested is restricted wholly to the white 
race in its gushiugs. There is no faith in 
the success of free negro labor, no concep- 
tion of the grandeur aud truth of those fun- 
damental principles on which the General 
Government rests, and no other or higher 
aspiration than that the South shall regain 
as much as may be of what it madly llung 
away in battle. We observe in our S uit h- 
ern exchanges much diligence in the publi- 
cation of discouraging incidents connected 
with the experiment of free labor, constant 
fretting at the presence cf military authori- 
ty—which nevertheless they do not and 
cannot complain of as oppressive in any 
way— a general, if not uniform opposition 
to admitttng the testimony of negroes in 
courts, and a lively appreciation of the ne- 
cessity of legisting to "save the State from 
the evils of suddeu emancipation." We 
see no other notice of the ellorts philan- 
thropy is making to educate and civilize 
the late slaves, than ridicule. We observe 
no reference to the splendid triumphs of 
these efforts and of free labor, along the 
sea-coast, and at numeious other points, 
where they have been applied in good faith 
aud with the same determination to suc- 
ceed that a reconstructing State Conven- 
tion exhibits. We see no endorsement of 
the l-'reednian's Bureau and its beneficent 
lahors. But we notice not unfrequently 
paragraphs of similar import to the lollow- 
ing, from the Jackson ( Miss. News. It whs 
called out by the proclamation of Governor 
Sharkey to the civil courts of the Stale to re- 
ceive negro testimony. Speaking of the 
agreement between the Governor aud Col. 
Thomas of the Freedman's Bureau, which 
gave rise to the proclamation, in behalf of 
the people the News says: 

They would have gladly accepted it to rid 
themselves our moment of this Bureau of 
oppression; but when it is coupled with an 
indorsement of all that is claimed bv the 
agents of that Bureau, the people will repu- 
diate the act and opinion u ith a nnnnnuity 
which will astonish Governor Sharkey, or 
any other in tn who advocates the equality 
of the negro before our judicial tribunals. 

None of the reorganizing conventions thus 
far have ventured to enact this fundamen- 
tal principle of justice as part ol the organic 
law of the State. Alabama, has to be sure, 
ordered the continuance of the arrange- 
ment which already existed between Gov. 
Parsons and Gen. Swajne, permitting the 
te-tiniony of negroes before the civil courts, 
until the Legislature shall meet. Yesterday's 
leiegr.iphic dispatches, meanwhile, an- 
nounced Ihe triumph iu Mississippi of those 
candidates in the late election who were 
most emphatically opposed to doing this 
plain act of justice, and conferring this plain 
right of all freemen upon the negro. The 
News, therefore, iu saying the people would 
repudiate Gov. Sharkey's proclamation, 
spoke truly. 

All these indications point distinctly 
enough to the results that will crowd 
promptly upon the removal of mar- 
tial law in the South. The Freed- 
man's Bureau will become instantly 
powerless to furnish either assistance or 
protection to the colored people, aud will 
M lily follow the departure of martial 
law. The colored schools will disappear 
like a wreath of vapor in the bud. The 
enforcement of labor contracts will be pos 
sible only u»i one side. No Legislature iu 
the r-outh will enact the negro-testimony 
law, provided the State can regain its old 
pMtfiOBbl the Uui m without such a con- 
oo— km. The madness will be certainly 
fierpetrated of attempting to hold the en- 
tire m gro population as permanent outcasts, 
barbaraus and paupers. Practical re-en- 
slavement, or wild and bloody anarchj r , 
will be the inevitable consequence of such 
an attempt. A people that cannot tolerate 
negro testimony, aud the pre-eminently 
humane and Christianizing operations of 
the Freedman's Bureau, will not tolerate 
any efforts on the part of the negroes to ed- 
ucate or elevate themselves, nor any efforls 
to the same end on the part of volunteer 
philanthropy from without. Neither will 
they tolerate free discussion of these topics 
in their midst. And it is Just this state of 
things which the North will never tolerate 
tlir rr-e*tablishmetit of in the late rebel section. 
Politicians may plot, and editors may 
bluBler about the intermeddling and the 
depotisui of a centralized government to 



South to the full extent these are enjoyed in 
the North. And, holding the power now to 
provide for the ample and permanent secu- 
rity of these, they will use it as long as the 
necessity continues. And they w ill see to 
it that the South has full time given her to 
get healed of her unprofitable infatuations.

whom the "gentlemen," so-called, of the 
low country, affect to sneer, is a very red 
republican in his disregard of what are 
called "ancient lights and privileges." Sit- 
ting with great blue-gray eyes that seem 
alwaya haJi aaleepj be ■ always alert and 
wide awake; slouching along with a rolling 
gait, he is careful and earnest; utterly 
wanting in the i»ower of oratory or rhetoric, 
he has made more points than any other 
member of the convention, and has carried 
all of them but one, uud that oi uiiuor im- 
portance. 

James Liuirence Orr, the candidate for 
Governor of South Carolina, was born In 
Anderson District, South Carolino, in 1822. 
Though a good ola—lcol scholar, and a law- 
yer of high reputation, he was employed 
until his eighteenth year behind his fath- 
er's counter, who was a storekeeper. He 
graduated iu the University of Virginia iu 
ls42, and then boaagM an editor iu his na- 
tive town. In 1M1 he entered the State 
Legislature, and opposed tho nullification 
schemes of Mr. Calhoun. Between 1846 
and lblS he devoted bimaeU to the bar, 
when he was returned to Congress. He op- 
posed the admission of California aud the 
compromise measures of Henry Clay, and 
in 1651 attended a meeting iu Charleston to 
consider the expediency of withdrawing 
South Carolina from the 'Union. lie voted 
subsequently for the repeal of the Mloaottri 
Compromise Bill. Iu the thirty-iifth Con 
gram he was chosen Speaker, and wan re- 
markable for his impartiality and jusl ; ce. 
His reputation is national, having been fre- 
quently urged as a candidate for tho Preai- 
dency and Vice Presidency. 

On the election of ftfr. Lincoln, he voted 
in favor of the secession of South Carolina, 
and was subsequently sent as one of three 
Commissioners to Washington to deiuaud 
the surrender of the United States property 
in South Carolina. He appears to have 
soon become disgusted with the Confede- 
racy, aud passive during the civil war. In 
the late Con vention restoring South Caro- 
lina to the Union, he was the leading man 
on tho progressive side of all questions. 
Whil" not the ablest man, he was on most 
questions in advance of that body. "I am 
Bred of South Carolina as she was," sai'< 
he in a speech to-day; "I covet for her the 
material prosperity of New England — I 
would have her acres teem with lffe aud 
vigor and industry and intelligence as do 
those ot Massachusetts." The Convention 
has beaten him on the general principle of 
giving nearly all elections to the people; 
but he has left his mark in the minds 
of tho delegates. He went into re- 
bellion so easily and got put out of it so 
readily that there is some disposition to dis- 
trust his leadership; but the fact remains 
that he stands in the foreground of the 
movement toward a more republican form 
of government. His election is a foregone 



The Burial Place or J. Wilkks Bootu. 
A correspondent who has recently visited 
the United States arsenal at Washington, 
tnus describes the present appearance of 
what he states i^ the sepulchre ofthe assas- 
sin, J. Wilkes Booth: "Entering the lower 
rooms of the prison, aud passing through 
devious halls formed by piles of cartridge 
boxes, we came at length to what seemed 
to be a solid wall, against which is piled 
the same sort of ammuuition, but through 
an aperture betwen the boxes, on shoving 
to one side a heavy plank, an empty room 
was disclosed, in one cocner of which the 
loosened earth indicated the burial place of 
the foulest assassin of the time." 



Board op Trade Meeting. — The Board 
met at noon with John B. Smith, Presid Uft, 
in the chair.

season to leave this port every Wednesday 
and Saturday, aud one to leave Nashville 
every Monday and Thursday. 

On motion, the following resolution was 
adopted. 

Resolved, That the Board of Trade cordi- 
ally accept the proposal of Messrs. Varble, 
May, and Evins to form a line of steam- 
boats t > run regularly in the Cumberland 
river trade to this city, and that all the 
shippers are recoui mended to support this 
line. 

A communication was also submitted 
from Captain Milt Akin and Pink Varble, 
owners of the Pink Varble, to run their 
boat in the Tennessee river trade hence to 
Eastport, asking the action of the Board of 
Trade. Upon which the following resolu- 
tion was adopted : 

Resolved, That the Board of Trade accept 
the proposal of Messrs. Varble and Akin, 
ofthe Pmk Varble, also that of the owners 
of the steamer J. T. McCombs, to form a 
line ol steamers to run regularly in the Ten- 
nessee river trade to this city, and that all 
the shippers aro recommended to support 
this line. 

On motion, the President appointed a 
I peeaal committee to obtain the signatures 
ofthe mcrchmts and shippers in support of 
them packet lines. 

No further business being presented, tho 
Board adjourned. 

Mkktinu ok the Synod ok the Old 
School Pkesby tekian Church.— The an- 
nual meeting of the Synod ol Kentucky 
will be held in the Chestnut Street Church 
of this city during the present week, com- 
mencing on Wednesday evening, the 10th 
inst., at o'clock. It is expected to con- 
tinue during the week. From what we can 
understand this promises to be a very in- 
teresting and exciting meeting. Some of 
the brethren charge that the Louisville 
Presbytery acted harshly aud unconstitu- 
tionally iu declaring the election of Elders 
in the Second Church null aud void, and 
the matter will be brought up for review 
before the Synod. It is also expected that 
the notorious "Declaration and Testimony" 
will be brought before the Synod by way 
of complain!; if so, an exciting debate will 
mmm ssirily follow, and it would not sur- 
prise us to see the church split iu twain. 
Indeed we do not see how in the pn -cut 
prospect of thingsa division can be avoided, 
except the testifiers choose to back square 
down. This they will not be likely to do.

Prisoners— Speech of the Q.ueen's 
CouLsel-- Plan of the I *»■!■■■ 

VSW York, Oct . 9.— The latest iutelli- 
gence by the China, via t^ueenstown Oct. 
1st, is as follows: The Fenian prisoners 
wetw brought before the police m:i^ist rates 
at Dublin yesterday, including the editor 
and proprietor of the Irish People's News- 
paper, and Mr. Earry, the Queen's counsel, 
appeared for the crown and made a long 
speech. B ' said withiu the last two w eeks 
£3500 had arrived Innn Ameriei to be ex- 
Mtlded in revolutionizing Ireland. By 
that day's mail the (ioverimient had inter- 
cepted a letter for one of the prisoners ( Lap- 
per) e ■nttaining :t draft for Ullo on the BOOM 
of the Itothi-elulds, and several other letters 
containing bills of exchange. The makin<; 
of pikes has also been extensively curried 
on; one of the prisoners had made two thou- 
sand cf these murderous weapons. Nu- 
merous revolvers nnd breast- plates had also 
been found iu the possession of the prison- 
ers. Connected with the Irish People's 
New spaper he quoted an incendiary para- 
graph urging the eniiilovinent of force Trom 
a number of that paper, which was about 
lo be published when the seizure was made. 
Mr. Dai ry concluded his speech by assert- 
ing th=st the Kenians were powerful, both in 
Ireland and America. He trusttd that this 
affair would end forever such boneless 
conspiracies. 

F.vidence wan th?u given against the 
prisoners, nnd some were identified as 
connected with the suppressed Fenian or- 
gan. The loTCa^lcaUoa is still pending, 

and will probably last for. several days. At 
a private examination of six of the Fenians 
at Dublin Castle yesterday it Wrts put in 
showing that the plot of the Fenians was of 
the most sanguinary character; it was to 
side down the nobility, the aristocrac}' 
and land owners, and MMaMinata tneea nil | 
on the breaking out of th° rebellion.

Cai thquake in California-. Walls Over- 
turned— Alarm Caused by It. 

San fa aatcnaua, Oct, 8.— (iuarter before 
one to-day the greatest earthquake ever Ml 
here frightened almost the entire popula- 
tion into the streets. During a half minute 
two shocks occurred causing the buildings 
to rock to and fro In a manner very alarm- 
ing. Services were over in most of the 
churches, the large congregation of the Uni- 
tarian Church wus being dismissed when 
the shock commenced, ail rushed for the 
doors faster thau could bo accommodated 
with exit room. Similar scenes took place 
at St. Mary's Cathedral, and some other 
churches and Sunday schools. The rush 
was so great from the Catholic Church, on 
Yallipoe street, that ihe large doors in the 
main entrance was ean led away, several 
persons were injured by being tiampled on. 
Wails of many l-uihiings were Cracked in 
many places. It surprises every one that 
the large stately edifices like the Occiden- 
tal, Cosmopolitan Hotel, and other buildings 
of that class, were not generally more seri- 
ously injured. Plastering fell from perhaps 
one-half of the ceilings in tho city. There 
was much window glass demolished, aud 
fine walls aud cornices fell from many 
buildings. 

The entire front of a large four story 
brick building just erected ou Third street, 
fell outward, covering about oue-halt ot the 
street with fragments; one independently 
constructed chimney of Lick House fell in, 
smashing through the roof of the diuing 
room, leaving among the tables bricks, 
Ac. Eight servants and two children in- 
jured by the falling wall ou Jackson street . 
The bells were ringing on account of the 
vibration. The bell of the Tower was much 
1 Token up, lisures two or three inches 
wide opened among tho lower part of the 
cit3', w here it is made ground; some of this 
ground was elevated many inches above 
the former level.
